| / Subjes of our late Soveraign Lord FAMES, by the 


Grace of God, King of Englend, Scotland, France and 
Treland, Defender of the Faith, &c. Did in the eighteenth Year of His 
Reign of England, France and Ireland ; and of Scotland the fifty four (whuch 
was inthe Yearof our Lord God 1620.) undertake a Voyage into thatFparts 
of America, called Virginia, or New- England thereunto adjoyning ; there to 
Erect a Plaarion.nd Colony of Engliſh, intending the Glory of God, the 
Inlargement of His Majeſties Dominions, and the ſpecial Good of- the En- 
gliſs Nation. And whereas, by the good providence of our Gracious God, 
the ſaid Fobn Carver, William Bradford, Edward Winſlow, William Brewſter, 
Iſaac Allerton and their Aſſociates Arrived in New-England aforeſaid, in the 
Harbour of Cafe Ced or Paomet, Scituate and being in New-Englend afore-

Soveraign Lord the King aforeſaid : But having no ſpeci al Letters, Patents - 
for the Paid Parts of New- England ; but only the general leave and liking of 
H1s Majeity aforeſaid, for the free Exerciſe of the liberty of our Coniciences 
in the publick Worſhip and Service of God, wherever we ſhould ſettle. Be: 
ing therefore now ſettled and Deſiring and Requeſting ſpecial Licenſe and 
Commiſſion from His Majeſty, for the ordering our Aﬀairs under his Gra- 
cious Protedtion, had fundry Commiffions Made and Confirmed by His» 
{a1d'Majeſties Council for, New-England, to John Pierce and his Aſſdciates, 
( whoſe Name we ohly made uſe of; and whoſe Afeociates we were ) in the 
late hippy and memorable Reign of onr ſaid Soveraign -Lord King Fames : 
but finding our ſelves ſtillſtraitned, and a- willingneſs in the Honourable 
Council aforeſaid, to inlarge us; partly in regard of the many Difficulties 
we had undergone, and partly in regard of the good Service done, as well 
in relieving His Majeſties'Subjecs as otnerwayes: We procured a further In- 
largement, under the Name of William __ aforeſaid, and his -Afﬀociatess;

as by Letters, Patents more at large appeareth; with further aſſurance alſo 
of thecontinuance of our Liberties and Priviledges; both Civil and Religious 
under the Royal hand and Seal of our Soveraign Lord King Clarles the IE 
And whereas by the good hand of our God upon us, many others ſince the 
firſt comers, are for the ſame end come- unto us, and ſundry others: riſe up 
amongſt us, deſirous with all good Conſcience, to walk in the Faxh and Or- 
der of the Goſpel, whereby there are many Churches gathered amongſt us;

have now had above ſixty Years experience of the good confiſtancy of theſe 
Churches, with Loyalty to our Prince, civil Peace and Order, and alfo. with 
ſpiritual Edification, together with the: welfare and tranquility of the Go- 
vernment.
